= main thing in almost everybody's 
mind at Easter is to get away, no 
matter how, no matter where; for the 
break from the daily round of toil effec- 
tively banishes thoughts of wipter, which 
now becomes a season of the past. The 
holiday, as in most years, comes again too 
early this year for much sun-basking 
in deck-chairs beside the sea: it is a 
holiday when one generally keeps on the 
move, and the only slogan to fit this par- 
ticular time of year is: “ Tour if it rains 
and stop somewhere if it is fine.’’ Some- 
times, however, even thus early, one will 
find in the Southern counties, such as 
Wicklow, temperature and sunshine in 
many ways comparable to that of more 
Southern climes, and because sunshine is 
so beneficial a great many motorists will 
find their way to the many charming 
rendezvous of that and adjacent counties. 


HOW TO GET MOST OUT OF THE 
HOLIDAY. 

All will not go towards that particular 
area. Golfers, fishermen, amateur photo- 
graphers and mountain-climbers need no 

advice as to what districts they should 
visit, and their arrangements have, no 
doubt, been completed many weeks ago. 
There is, however, much wisdom in 
seeking fields afresh, Undoubtedly 
the very best way to make a brief 
holiday enjoyable is to go some- 
where or to do something which one: has 
never attempted before. A change, it 18 
said, is as good as a holiday, and, if both 
these factors are combined during the 
Easter respite, the holiday is not likely 
to be soon forgotten. 

It is pretty useless to go over the same 
ground year after year if an enjoyable 
holiday is being sought, and touring 
parties who will get most out of the holi- 
day will be those who will do the greater 
proportion of their mileage on roads which 
they have never travelled before, leaving 
the main highways to the multitudes, and 
follow the secondary roads worked out in 
advance from a modern map. 

The com paratively mild weather has 
already made spring’s presence visible, and 
ghar "ó can anticipate a typical picture 
of thé re-creation of the face of the 
Blazes of colour, spring 
blossoms, the budding trees and greening 
hedges will greet the traveller on every 
hand. 

PREPARING FOR A TRIP. 
For auite a large number of motorists. 
especially those who allowed their cars to 
hibernate during the winter months, 
Easter opens the touring season, and it 
is to be hoped that they have already 
looked to the number of small points re- 
quiring attention before they start out on 
any kind of an extended trip. Those who 
have not done so will be well advised to 
glance over the main parts of the 
mechanism of their cars,’ and so avoid

on the “morning of the holiday 
some sinall but irritating matter which 
will hold up the start and waste precious 
time. Briefly, the points to be lo: ked over 
are as follows: ie wheel of the car 
should be jacked up and turned slowly,. 
so that the tyres may be examined for any 
foreign matter that they have picked up. All 
bits of flint, tacks, etc., should be removed, 

and the holes in which they were embedded 
cleaned and filled up with composition. 
Follow this examination with a thorough 
greasing of the chassis joints. The depth 
of oil in the engine sump should be seen to, 
and replenished if necessary, while the 
magneto and motor should not be over- 
looked. ‘‘ Tip’? up the battery with dis- 
tilled water, covering the plates to the 
depth of a quarter of an inch, and see that 
sufficient thick oil is present in the gear 
hox and back axle. Brakes should also be 
tested, and tightened up if necessary. 

Slack brakes make a car inefficient but 
us:ble—a very dangerous condit:‘on in 
which to drive a car. Attention to these 
points will contribute a great dc-l to a 
care-free motor holiday. 

THE TOOL KIT AND ITS CONTENTS. 

The tool kit should not be overlooked. 
It is always well to find out if some friend 
who has borrowed your repair outfit, jack 
or wheel brace, has returned them. Of 
course, one can hail a passing car and 
obtain the needful implements, but an- 
other’s wheel brace may not fit your car. 
A spare inside tube and a box of insides 
of valves are very valuable adjuncts to a 
tool kit. 

NEWCOMERS AND ROAD COURTESY. 

As this period of the year will see the 
general body of motorists greatly aug- 
mented, a few Faster “ tips’’ on road 
courtesy and practice will not be out of 
place. 

Avoid by every means congestion—thus, 
if a slow driver, keep well to the left. 
Look in the mirror and make way for 
overtakers without waiting for a signal. 
and when inviting another to pass don’t 
increase speed. Don’t cut in, and don’t 
pull up on a crossing to ask the way 
from a Guard or from the Automobile 
Patrol. Stop at the roadside and walk 
over to him. Avoid stopping at bénds or 
at road junctions, and respect the white 
line and caution signals. . 

Drive carefully when cattle are met on 
the highway, and give the recognised 
trafic signals, and always slow down 
sufficiently to have perfect control of your 
car when approaching a cross-road. 

By adopting these suggestions every- 
one’s holiday will be better as well as 
happier.

LTHOUGH on first’ consideration a 
strange apposition, “ The Marquis 
D! Argenson. Richard II.” provides— 
either by chance or design—an unexpected 
study in parallel’ and contrast in the 
careers of the two men who give the book 
its title. Sir Reginald Rankin presents to 
us a very readable account of the tragedy 
attending the unfortunate misplacement 
and consequent downfall of a man who 
might have averted the French Revolution, 
while with equal ability he reviews many 
points in the downfall of Richard Il. — 

There-is a human interest in the way in 
which these two prominent historical 
figures were overwhelmed by the buffetings 
of Fate. D’Argenson struggled with a 
task quite beyond him; for he was called 
“ not. to be Home Minister, where all his 
interésts and ambitions lay, but Foreign 
Minister. When, four years later, 
he was forced out of office by the menacing 
attitude of five countries, he retired quietly 
to his books, which he loved, and thus a 
great man, who had lost his chance, sank 
into oblivion. 

His inclinations, which earned him the 
nickname of de la ,Paiz,’’ and his 
singular coarseness of speech, which 
stamped him “la Béte,”” were his chit 
enemies ; for they estranged him from the 
Court of his hero, Louis XV., and from 
the people who, in their ignorance, feared 


him.

Richard II. presents but a sorry picture | 


beside the statesman of a few centuries 
later ; but, as the author points out, many 
of the young King’s difficulties were his 
inheritance rather than his fault. Richard 
was a weak man, though he showed un- 
expected resource in some of the great 
crises of his reign, and, like the Marquis, 
fell ruined rather by what he was than by 
what he did. ' 

The religious controversies in their re- 
spective days cost Richard and D’Argenson 
more than half their prestige ; for through 
their common indifference to religion both 
treated the contending parties so as to 
win the favour of each, but lost the respect 
of both. They shared, too, the tragedy of 
being forced to wage war when they were 
both lovers of peace. , 

Such thoughts might occupy 
of one who had read the whole book ; but 
even taken separately the two parts are 
engaging in themselves. They are not 
biographies, but rather historical reviews ; 
they lose nothing in the difference ; for the 
story of D’Argenson, at any rate, is 
pleasantly spiced with the witticisms of 
la Béte.’’

Indeed, since she suffered largely owing 
to her refusal to abandon her religion, she

Yet, whether the reader agrees or dis- 
agrees with Mr. Dakers, he will find his 
book most interesting and as fair as any 
special pleading can be fair. Mr. Dakers 
is not just to Elizabeth, who, according 
to the political morality of her age, might 
have executed Mary to preserve herself 
from the continucd menace of assassina- 
tion several vears earlier. It is likely 
even that Mary would have died a natural 
death but for the determination of Cecil 
and Walsingham.

Dealings for new time in the Mining 
Market were on a limited scale, transactions 
even in the now es eg Kaffirs being of 
modest proportions. Still, the undertone re- 
mained firm, and, despite week-end profit- 
taking and evening-up of books, the majority 
of the changes were favourable to holders. 
Rhodesians again attracted but little atten- 
tion, and only about half a dozen changes 
resulted from the day’s dealings, and these 


were of an irregular character. Diamonds | 


were left to themselves, and not, a single 


alteration could be recorded through the list. 
The price of tin showed a small decline, 
and in view of the uncertainty of the out- 
look dealings in the share market were re- 
duced to a minimum. Values, however, 
showed little change. Australians were very 
quiet, and no changes were recorded in the 
leading counters, while among Coppers the 
only alteration was a further fall in Rio 
Tinto. In the miscellaneous section, Burma 
Corporation further appreciated, and Panama 
were a steady market.

Mr. Delany—Did you give any information 
to any member of the Council?—No, sir; he 
did not die from starvation. 

Mrs. Godfrey then said that her husband 


had complained oí a bad stomach for three | 


years. v 

Mr. Delanev—Do you allege that he died 
trom starvation ’?’—No, sir. Í never stated 
that he died from starvation. 

Mr. Delaney said that in view of these 
statements he wondered where the mover and 
resolution got their informa- 
tion. fie thought it an extraordinary thing 
that a public body should pass a resolution 
of this kind, and then when an inquiry was 
ordered at their instigation they were not 
present to support it. 

Mr. G. W. Henderson, County Councillor 
and member of the Board of Health, said 
that nobody except the Local Government 
would take these statements seriously.

QUESTION OF STATE 
EXPENDITURE. 


CORRESPONDENT. 

CORK, Friday. 

T the monthly meeting of the Cork 
A (Incorporated) Chamber of Commerce 
and Shipping, Mr. R. W. Sinnott, 
President, presiding, the sub-committee 
appointed to consider the question of State 
expenditure reported that pressure should be 
brought to bear on the Free State Govern- 
ment to reduce State expenditure, which. at 
present was considered too high, but that it 
would be only after a long, detailed examina- 
tion, extending even beyond the published 
returns of expenditure, that it would be pos- 
sible to pick out any particular items for 
reduction. It was, however, considered that 
the giving of unemployment benefits should 
he tightened up in certain cases, and more 
Closely investigated. The sub-committee also 
considered that income tax should not be 
levied on reserved profits. It also con- 
sidered that for income tax purposes the 
percentage allowed for depreciation, renewals, 
ctc., was not snfficiently high. 

The Council unanimously accepted the 
report of the sub-committee, and decided to 
communicate with the Association oí 
Chambers of Commerce on the question. The 
sub-commitite reported that it was unani- 
mously opposed to the principle of centralisa- 
tion for the local contro! of public roads, 
mental hospitals and boards of assistance ; 
but, on the contrary, it favoured de- 
centralisation as far as possible. 

The report was unanimously in favour of 
votes for business premises, and recommended 
‘hat the question be referred for further 
consideration to the Association of Chambers 
of Commerce. Meantime it was deemed 
favourable to consider at the next meeting 
snegestions as to the best method for com- 
piling a register for this purpose.

Alderman Pierce, by insulting Alderman 
Midgley, had insulted every trade union in 
the North. ‘‘I think we should take time hy 
the forelock.” said Mr. Mercer, ‘‘ and make 
Alderman Pierce sp~ * some money at the 


next election.’’ 
Mr. Mercer asked whether Alderman Pierce 


was aware that a few weeks ago the King | 


was delighted to honour two veteran trade 
union officials. 

Senator Dorman proposed that the Council 
should enter a protest against any represen- 
tative of organised workers being called 
‘hired officials” by members of any public 
hody. The fact that Alderman Midgley held 
the position ha had in the Corporation showed 
that he had the confidence of the electors and 
the organised workers of the city. 

Mr. Boyd (Patternmakers) seconded. He 
said, however, that he did not like the re- 
ferences to Alderman Pierce at that meeting. 
When a trade union leader was attacked with 
abuse it should not be met with abuse. 

Mr. John Campbell said that the Lord 
Mayor had said that he did nt hear Alder- 
man Pierce’s remark.

N the Tipperary District Court Justice 

| Troy said that since his last visit to 

‘4... erary he was shocked to hear of the 
terrible tragedy that had taken place in their 
midst—namely, the cowardly and brutal 
murder of Superintendent Curtin. Super- 
intendent Curtin was a young man, wlio was 
recently married. He was a _ promising, 
zealous, and most efiicient officer, who took 
a keen interest in his work, and never spared 
himself in the discharge of his duties. He 
did his best to enforce the laws that were 
made by Irishmen for Irishmen. 

“ One thing that always struck me about 
Superintendent Curtin,” said Justice troy, 
“was the conscientious manner in which he 
prepared his cases for Court, and the able 
mainer in which he conducted them. Wher 
it happened that a case was decided against 
him, there was never; 4 murmur or a 
grumble—never a su n; directly or im 
directly, that the decision against him. was 
wrongs. He took his defeat in a sporting 
spirit. It is sad, indeed, that a man so 
constientious and so zealous should be thus 
dastardly struck down when iu the disebarge 
of his duty. At his own gate, as he was. driv- 
ing to his home, unarmed and defenceless, he 
was set upon in the darkness of the night 
by men who lay in wait for him and cfuelly 
and savagely done to death. 

YHE ONE BLACK SPOT. 

“I am deeply sorry to say that in my area 
as a District Justice portion of the district of 
Tipp~ ary is the one black spot in it all. We 
have always heard of ‘Gailant Tipperary,’ 
but, alas! this is the fifth murder of an un- 
armed Civic Guard in ‘Gallant Tipperary.’ 
I am quite satisfied, however, that there are 
enough decent men in this great county ol 
‘Tipperary to put an end to murderous works 
of .this kind, and to stamp out the vermin 
who are guilty of these atrocities, so that 
truly may this county be called ‘Gallant 
‘Tipperary.’ - 

in conclusion, Justice Troy tendered deep 
sympathy to the young widow and parents 
of the dead Superintendent. He aiso ex- 
pressed sympathy with General O’Dufly and 
the Civic Guards, and to ..e decent people 
of Tipperary, who, he was sure, felt to the 
heart the disgrace that had been brought 
upon their county by this terrible crime. 

Mr. R. B. Heuston, solicitor, on Lehalf of 
the legal profession, associated hamself with 
the remarks of the Justice, and said that it 
was deplorable that such a foul deed should 
have been perpetrated among them. 

Superintendent Delaney, on behalf of the 
Civic Guards, expressed thanks for the 
Justice’s message of condemnation of the 
crime, and of sympathy with the bereaved 
relatives. But mhile votes of sympathy were 
all to the good, and were sincerely appre- 
ciated, it ought not to be forgotten that it 
was the duty of the people to give every 
possible assistance in their power im the task 
of tracking down the perpetrators 

Mr. M. O'Callaghan, Court Registrar, also 
associated himself with the remarks that had 
been passed. 

Mr. James F. Darcy, solicitor, on behalf 
of the next-of-kin, said that he would duly 
convey the Court’s kind mesa ‘e of con- 
dolence to the widow and relatives ot 
Superintendent Curtin. It would be some 
compensation to her, in this terrible tragedy 
that had come so suddenly into her young 
life, that, with very few exceptions, there 
nad been this great sympathy for her.

I have heard many a legend about those 
kings of pipers, the McCrimmons of Skye. 
In that island they conducted a colleze et 
piping, where performers went to serve 
their apprenticeship, and seven years’ 
training was considered necessary to 
acquire mastery of the pipes. Every pupil 
of theirs had to master and remembr at 
least three hundred pieces before he was 
reckoned proficient. ' 

One of tre best authenticated stories 
about the McCrimmons concerns the origin 
of Cumha na Cloinne, or “ Lainent for the 
Children,” one of the most difficult com- 
positions in the whole range of pipe music, 
of which it ig seid that there are not six 
pipers living who can. plav it properly. 
The seven of Patrick Mor 
McCrimmon, who lived at the middle of 
the seventeenth century, died one after 
anotuer within a year. In his terrible 
grief he retained his reason only by pour 
ing out the miserv of his soul in the 
“Lament,” with its meiting pathos, its 
variations expressing depth beyond depth 
of wild and hopeless sorrow.

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Rushes. 


While reading an account of the strew- 
ing of floors wit rushes in the seventeenth 
century 1 was reminded of Mr. H. 4G. 
Wells’s remark that it would not be well 
to inquire too closely into the sanitary 
conditions which existed in the *‘ good old 
times.” Erasmus, in a letter to Dr. 
Francis, physician to Cardinal gWolsey, 
alludes to this practice as a definite cause 
of the numerous plagues that swept 
through Europe. According to the great 
scholar, it was the custom to renew only 
the top layer of the rushes, the bottoim 
luyer yemaining unchanged, sometimes for 
twenty years. in the time of Shakespeare 
the stage was strewed with rushes; Vcpys 
relates how Killigrew told him that he 
was the first to introduce matting for the 
floors and black draperies when tragedies 
were being performed. 

There are people still who re- 
member when rush-lights were in use, and 
yush-light holders are sometimes to be seen 
in old farmhouses. For this purpose the 
rushes were peeled and drawn through 
melted fat. Gilbert White, of Selborne, 
recommended the use of beeswax with the 
fat, in order to give a clearer light and 
make the rush burn longer. He calculated 
that by this method a fairly large room 
could be comfortably lighted for five and 
a half hours at the cost of one farthing. 
The ordinary rush has not the same im- 
portance now that it had in those days; 
but the larger varieties, of which great 
quantities are grown in Holland, are stil] 
in demand for the manufacture of matting 
and chair bottoms. The Irish canals and 
rivers yield a fair crop of rushes, which 
would probably repay cultivation.

A Miracu'ous Escape. 3 


Becher's Brook, I see, took its annuaí 
toll in the Grand National this year. No 
one has ever calculated the number of 
horces which have been killed there, but 
The same brook has 
been responsible for the death of at least 
one man, the Irish rider, James Wynne, 
who was killed in the Grand National of 
1852. 

The less notorious Valentine’s Brook 
however, is connected with one extra: 
ordinary incident; for it was here that 
in 1876 a famous siatesman literally broke 
his neck, and yet 
lived to a green old 
*2tage. Lord Minto, the 

future Viceroy’ of 
A India, riding under 
the name of “ Mr. 
Rolly,’’ was the rider 
concerned. This is his 
iown account of his 
miraculous escape: 
“The horse was 
going splendidly, and 
coming to Valentine 
Brook I got a real 
steadier at him. . . 
He got the fence in 
his stride and never 
touched it, and, as far as I know, tumbled 
head over heels on landing. .. . I got up 
directly, and found Tom Cannon standing 
by me.” . 

The two walked back to the weighing- 
room, and “ Mr. Rolly,’’ who was under 
the impression that he had lacerated a 
muscle, put himself in the hands of the 
dectors. Sir-James Paget was summoned 
from London to a special consultation. 
and he agreed with the opinion that the 
patient had broken his neck, but that by 
some miraculous chance the bone had 
fitted back exactly into its former posi- 
tion. In the autumn the lucky rider was 
acain steeplechasing and hunting: as if 
nothing had happened. 


Supernaturat Vetos. 


I was interested to see that it has been 
found impossible to complete the recon- 
struction of Mayo’s Singing Bridge owing 
ic the attention paid by demoniac powers, 
as is alleged, to the workmen who have 
ersayed the task.

He came 
to gloat over his victim, and laughed too 
soon. The architect repudiated his con- 
tract, and, flinging himself from the 
tower, now lacking but cone stone, he was 
wafted away by angelic hands. That last 
stone has never been added, and all 
attempts to put it in its place have ended 
in calamity.

‘More AC isquotations. 


My note on misquotations brings from a 
correspondent a list of several further 
phrases which are almost dajly heard in a 
form differing from the original. 

Coleridge, in the “ Ancient Mariner,’’ 
wrote: ‘‘ Water, water everywhere, nor 
any drop to drink,” but it is invariably 
quoted “ and not a drop to drink.”

Mr. Bumble’s dictum, ‘‘ The law is a 
ass,” is usually given with “ hass ” for 
“ass,” and “ The cup that cheers but not 
inebriates ’’: was originally written by 
William Cowper in the plural form. 

Shakespeare has already been 
tioned, but it may well be added 
‘" Sits the wind in that quarter,’’ ‘‘ The 
bourne from which no traveller returns,”’ 
and *‘ A young man married is a young 
man marred’ are all misquotations, 
[ trust that my readers will turn up 
their Shakespeares and look up the correct 
versions for future use. 


Sign-Posts. 


Among the progressive ameliorations of 
the roads of England which might well be 
uaitated here is the lowering of the signs 
upon sign-posts at cross-roads and turn. 
ings, so that they will come within the 
normal range of vision of ‘the motorist. 
Many people will have memories of some 
belated journey when they were compelled 
to shin up a post to learn the direction and 
distance of Ballybeg. The present alti- 
tude of such signs, as well as of street 
names, is due to their being set up in eye- 
range of the equestrian, or coachman, and 
tie change in type of road vehicles logi- 
cally requires the change indicated.

Dublin’s Rates. 


Citizens of Dublin will 
morning to a gloomy prospect. 
we summarise the report of Mr. Gerald J. 
Sherlock, the City Manager and Town 


Clerk of Dublin. It recommends that the 
City Council shall strike a rate of 16s. 7d. 


in the pound for the financial year ending 
on March 31st, 1932, representing an 
increase of 7d. in the pound. This is an 
ominous beginning for the _ restored 
Council 's first year of office, and our only 
consolation is that, if a skilled adminis 
trator and supervisor such as Mr. Sherlock 
had not exercised powerful influence upon 
the city’s management, the mischief might 
have been greater. The City Manager points 
in normal circumstances, his

attempts at economy and efficient contre] 
would have assured not only no increase 
in the rates, but areduction. These efforts, 
as we learn, were hantpered by various 
difficulties, that lay outside civic control. 


There were several occasions on which 
the Government intervened in civic affairs. 


The Vocational Education Act and the 
‘Dublin Port and Docks Board (Bridges) 
Act entailed heavy municipal expenditure, 
which was augmented by litigation and an 
award in connection with Grangegorman 


Mental Home. Yet the burden which has 
upset the Council’s calculations altogether, 
says Mr. Sherlock, has been the Local 
Government (Dublin) Act of last year. 
The working of this measure is reflected in 
the curious fact that, while Dublin City’s 
rates have gone up by 7d. in the pound, 
those of the areas of Rathmines and Pem- 
broke have been abated by nearly 1s. ld. 
and 6d. respectively. 

The Greater Dublin Act, as it is 
popularly called, merged the urban dis- 
tricts of Rathmines and Pembroke with 
the City of Dublin. One of the terms of 
this amalgamation provided that the rates 
of the townships should not suffer an 
increase for five years. It follows that 
the area which, for converiience, we may 
call Dublin City, must bear some liability 
of the whole urban district, while the 
added townships escape scot-free. Also, 
while the wages of staffs in the townships’ 
former employment are being brought up 
to the level prevailing among Dublin 
City’s municipal workers, the city must 
bear the expense of such increase over a 
period of five years. In other words, 
whereas the old Corporation and the Com- 
missioners administered a comparatively 
small area, the ratepayers of Dublin City 
must undertake part of the liability of 
the added areas. This is the pitce de 
résistance of Mr. Sherlock’s apologia, but 
he submits further explanations of 
expenditure. He recalls, for example, 
the raising of valuation figures of: certain 
municipally-owned cottages, the construc- 
tion of branch’ water pipes for Pembroke 
area, and preparations for the Eucharistic 
Congress. There have been, furthermore, 
resolutions on the Council’s own part for 
the provision of relief and for town 
improvement. | 

Five years ago the Corporation of 
Belfast had’ a reputation for inefficiency 
that was surpassed only by the memory of 
the old Dublin Corporation. There. was a 
time when level-headed citizens of the 
North called aloud for Commissioners on 
the Dublin model, but the demand fell 
through when Belfast’s administrators 
proceeded to mend their manners. To-day 
‘Belfast’s total rating stands at 12s. 3d. in 
the pound, and the city can claim fairly to 
be one of the least heavily rated areas of 
Great Britain or Ireland. At the same 
time,‘the Corporation provides service of 
the highest efficiency. How does it happen 
that the two Irish capitals show such a 
divergency in their ratings? Before the 
Commissioners’ advent Dublin was rated 
at 19s. 2d. in the pound. Strennous 
efiort on the part of Mess Murphy, 
Dwyer and Hernon brought the level down 
to 14s. 8d., when an extraordinary Govern- 
ment measure brought it up again to 16s., 
at which point, until Mr. Sherlock’s 
recommendation has been adopted, it will 
stand. Outwardly there ought to be no 
difference in cost between the running of 
Dublin and the running of Belfast, since 
the two cities have much the same popula- 
tion, ang | 
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tion, however enlightened, can reduce ex- 
penditure in a short period, Would it not

The Battleshi»’s Future. 

It appears that the Admiralty has 
decided—at any rate, for the moment— 
the vexed question of the battleship’s 
future usefulness in war. Nava] experts 
have been reviewing the problem for some 
time in the light of war experience and 
the lessons of recent manceuvres, with the 
result that the battleship still is held to 
be indispensable. On the other hand, the 


present types are thought to be larger. 


and costlier than are necessary. The type 
now recommended, according to the Naval 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, is 
a ship of about 20,000 tons, carrying 
12-inch guns. Calibre and tonnage cannot 
be considered apart from each other in 


naval construction, and one of the chief 


causes of the rapid increase in the size 
of modern battleships has been the dis- 
proportionate increase of displacement 
required to accommodate a smal] addi- 
tional weight of calibre. Actually the 
science of ballistics has made very great 
strides in the last few years—a fact of 
which the pocket battleships of the new 
German Navy, with their long-range 
armament, are an outstanding example. 
Indeed, the Ersatz Preussen has been 
cited by some authorities to support a 
contention that a ship of 10,000 tons is 
ample for all needs. The Admiralty, in 
spite of its genuine desire to save money 
wherever possible, has been unable to 
adopt this view. So smal] a vessel, it 
holds, cannot be protected properly from 
under-water attack. No doubt, many will 
disagree, and the old charge that British 
admirals are hag-ridden by their fear of 
submarines will be heard wherever things 
naval are discussed. 
rush in where angels fear to tread, but it 
is noteworthy that most naval officers, 
Allied and German, whose work during 
the War gave them a first-hand knowledge 
of the submarine campaign, realised what 
the potentialities of under-sea craft must 
be in the future. The Admiralty’s pro- 
posal, which eo ipso limits the tonnage, 
that no gun of more than 12-inch calibre 
shall be mounted on any ship, already 
has been accepted by France and Italy, 
and no difficulties are anticipated from 
the Japanese. Unfortunately, the att- 
tude of the United States is less certain. 
The Washington Treaty permits the con- 
struction of vessels of 35,000 tons, with 
16-inch guns, and there is a strong 
element in America which is wedded to 
the “big navy ” dream. Since the saving 
that would be effected by the Admiralty’s 
proposal would amount to some three 
million pounds per battleship, we must 
hope that the scheme will not be 


frustrated by American “ jingoism.’’ 


Music in Russia. 


Mr. Albert Coates, the English con- 
ductor who toured Russia recently, has 
some striking news to impart about the 
state of music in that country. In the 
first place, he says, the opera is a fashion- 
able function in Russia, as in other 
countries. The price of seats ranges from 
24s. downwards in the Grand Theatre, 
Moscow, where beautifully gowned women 
continue to manifest their presence. It 
seems, therefore, that a good deal oí 
private money remains in Russia, and this 
fact must afford no little worry to the 
party. In the second place, every seat, 
dear or cheap, is packed for every per- 
formance, and there is at least one per- 
formance a day throughout the year. Mr. 
Coates believes that the Russian people, 
deprived of many of their former 
pleasures, have thrown all their energy 
and interest into music. In one way they 
are more fortunate than the nations under 
capitalism ; for there is no jazz in Russia, 
and the people’s lack, if anyone still calls 
it a lack, of syncopation is supplied by 
their folk-songs, which are among the 
finest in existence. In another of 
Mr. Coates’s disclosures we obtain an 
insight into the pure milk of Russian 
communism. Some years ago all orchestras 
were without conductors, since it was not 
fitting that one man should control a body 
of his fellows in public; actually, the 
orchestras were trained so perfectly behind 
the scenes that the need for an embodied 
conductor did not arise. Of late, however, 
the conductor has tended to return—Mr. 
Coates himself was invited to take the 
baton in Moscow. We cannot see wisdom 
in the Soviet’s erstwhile objection to a 
conductor, but there is much to be said 
for a development of the idea to the extent 
that choirs and orchestras, conductor and 
all, should be hidden from view during 
performance.

Speed. 

Once again a world’s speed “ record ”' 
has been broken by a Briton. Yesterday, 
on the Parana River, Mr. Kaye Don, at 
the wheel of “ Miss England II.,’’ reached 
the remarkable speed of 103.4 miles an 
hour. Only a few days ago the exist- 
ing “record ’’ had been broken by the 
American, Commander Gar Wood, whose 
supremacy as a motor boat driver hitherto 
had been virtually unchallenged. Britain 
now can claim the official “ records ” for 
speed on land, on water and in the air. 
Sir Malcolm Campbell has placed British 
motor engineering in the van of the world’s 
progress by his great feat in the “ Blue 
Bird ”; Mr. Kaye Don has wrested the 
“ Speed ” boat championship from the 
United States, and the Schneider Trophy 
team of the Royal Air Force achieved a 
rate of speed during the last contest that 
never has been equalled. From the point 
of view of British industry these perform- 
ances are admirable. . They serve to adver- 
tise the products of British brains and 
British skill throughout the world. 
Furthermore, they : prove that men 
are still available in these islands who 
will risk their lives’ almost without a 
thought in pursuit of a fresh “ record.” 
Thus human endeavour progresses ; but, 
although we may marvel at the sight of an 
aeroplane flying at six miles a minute, or 
a boat skimming across the water at more 
than one hundred miles an hour, some of 
us still hanker after the calm of a leisured

ITALY WINS OUTBOARD 
SPEED TEST.

Here, less than six months ago, 
were nothing but jungle and twelve 
Britons, members of the staff of Mac- 
donald, Gibbs and Company, of London, 
wh» are constructing the railway for the 
Parana Plantations, Limited. This lonely 
outpost of England prepared a truly re- 
markable welcome for the Royal party. A 
great white triumphal arch, made. from 
forest wood, was erected in the centre of 
the camp, under which, in the combined 
glare of floodlights and a full moon, the 
Princes walked on leaving the train. The 
arch was surmounted by the word 
‘* Welcome ' in English and Portuguese, 
with a huge fleur de lis design, which the 
Prince of Wales was amused to hear had 
been copied from the label of a gin bottle 
for want of a better model. Both sides 
of the camp path were lined by 300 work- 
men of many nationalities, as the Royal 
party passed into the chief engineer's 
house. 

The Princes spent the evening chatting

THE MISSING. 

The missing (presumably dead) people 
comprise seventeen Italians, four Poles, 
three Yugoslav nationals, six Syrians and 
one Spaniard. According to the figures 
published here, most of them had em- 
barked at Dakar (Senegal). 

Information emanating from Malaga, 
where the crippled Florida lies, beached 
and the injured are being cared for, defi- 
nitely puts the number of missing at 31. 
Presnmably this total includes three who 
died from their injuries, In addition, one 
sailor on the Glorious is said to have lost 
his life. Some scores of people on the 
Florida were injured, as well as, it is re 
ported, several British sailors.

The author of over one hundred 
and fifty novels, as well as many volumes 
of poetry and reminiscences, and 
innumerable short stories and articles 
which appeared in the London, Dublin 
and American Press, she wrote all her 
own manuscripts with an old-fashioned 
quill pen.

R. JOHN WARWICK, Belfast, whose 
team of horses last year carried off 
some of the premier honours at horse 
shows in the United States and Canada, 
intends to take another team to America 
this autumn. 
This decision will be particularly wel- 
comed by sportsmen, in view of the 
general dissatisfaction 


expressed when the 
Westchester Cup—the 
blue riband of 
American jumping— 
was, owing to 
Customs difficulties, 
retained in New York 
after it had been won 
by Mr. Warwick. It 
will be recalled how 
a photograph of the 
cup was sent to the 
owner of the winning 
team, with a letter of 
apology from the 
show authorities, ex- 
plaining the difficulty with which they 
were confronted. 

It is not, 1 understand, Mr. Warwick's 
present intention to enter his team for the 
Westchester Cup this year. They will, 
however, compete in the various 95 
competitions in the United States an 
Canada, and he is hopeful of repeating 
last year’s successes. 

The new team, which is now undergoing 
training, includes, in the opinion of this 
noted judge of horses, some of the finest 
jumpers it is possible to secure. Three of 
the horses were purchased in the South of 
Ireland—one at Mallow, one at New Koss 
and the other in County Wicklow. The 
latter animal Mr. Warwick considers one 
of the most remarkable horses he has ever 
gor expect great things from him after 
he has been thoroughly trained. Asa 
jumper he is in a class by himself. I 
picked him up almost by accident on a 
mountain farm, where he was regarded as 
a likely looking young horse for jumping. 
He had developed a habit—not always 
appreciated by farmers—of jumping 
hedges and ditches for the sheer love of 
exercise. I am giving him a good school- 
ing, and he will thoroughly polished up 
in home competitions before I take him to 
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They penetrated many miles into the

LONDON - AUSTRALIA 
AIR MAIL. 
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SERVICE STARTS TO-DAY. 


Arrangements have been made between 
the Air Ministry and Imperial Airways, 
Limited, for the operation of two experi- 
mental flights—one in each direction 
between London and Australia, which 
would be an extension of the London- 
Karachi-Delhi air mail service. The first 
through flight will start on Saturday 
(to-day), and the second on April 25th. 
The first mail will be due on 19th April 
and the second on 10th May. 

Mr. Montague made the announcement, 
in reply to Lientenant-Commander Ken- 
worthy in the House of Commons on 
Thursday. He added that Imperial Air- 
ways, Ltd., were endeavouring to make 
arrangements with an Australian company 
to provide an onward connection to towns 
in Queensland and New South Wales. Any 
letter prepaid, at the inclusive rate of 
eightpence for the first half ounce and 
sevenpence for each additional half ounce, 
will be accepted for Calcutta and Rangoon. 

The establishment of a regular air mail 
service would depend on whether financial 
assistance was forthcoming from the 
Governments concerned.

THEDEAD ON THE FLORIDA

MALAGA, Thursday Evening. 

H.M.S. Glorious left at 7 o'clock this 
evening for Gibraltar. She had on board 
two dead and seven injured, who could not 
be landed owing to the bad weather. The 
Civil Governor has issued an appeal for 
300 beds for the accommodation of “the 
stranded passengers. 

The confusion in regard to the number 
of casualties in the collision has not yet 
been cleared up, but it seems to be 
definitely established that there were from 
25 to 30 deaths in the Frenclr ship, chiefly 
among the forward steerage passengers of 
Italian nationality, and it is believed that 
there were some French and Portuguese 
victims. The victims were crushed to 
death and died in great agony. There 
were no casualties among the first and 
second class passengers. 
British casualties on the Fiorida. 

The Glorious has apparently suffered 
very little damage. No statement has 
been issued yet by the captain as to the 
exact number of dead and injured. 


UNCONFIRMED ESTIMATES. 

Later reports, which are not yet 
officially confirmed, state that thirty-five 
persons were killed on the Florida, end 
that one British sailor was killed end 
seven others were seriously injured on the 
aircraft-carrier Glorious. The number of 
injured on the Florida is believed to be 
ecnsiderable, but the exact number is no' 
vet known. The dead will be buried to- 
night: 

A Commission of Inquiry has been 
appointed to estimate the damage and 
consider the question of responsibility. 

The British Mediterranean Squadron 
was engaged in manceuvres, -nd_ the 
Glorious was looking after the seaplanes 
which were taking part. Onc of these had 
fallen into the sea and the Glorious was 
proceeding to the rescue when she collided 
with the Florida. The Glorious at once 
took off the uninjured passengers of the 
Florida, as well as eighteen injured, four 
of whom have since died.

SWEEPSTAKES IN

The Parliamentary Correspondent of 
The Times to-day writes:—The Home 
Secretary has decided to meet the request 
of members of Parliament that the whole 
question of the Jaw affecting sweepstakes 
shall be examined, and it is expected that 
a committee of inquiry will be set up 
without delay. : It is generally recognised 
that the existing position is highly un- 
satisfactory. The task of opening letters 
sent from this country to the promoters of 
the recent Irish sweepstakes has been 
distasteful, but the rea Office has 
been bound to administer the law as 
it stands. The problem is a difficult one; 
for, while there is a natural desire to pro- 
tect the public against certain foreign 
sweepstakes which are run in a very doubt- 
ful manner, it is agreed that it is not easy 
to draw a dividing line between the Stock 
Exchange sweepstake and the Irish sweep- 
stake, which is admittedly well organised. 

A memorial was recently presented to 
Mr. Clynes asking that the law should be 
examined, but it-does not follow that all 
the members who signed it are in favour 
of the promiscuous holding of sweepstakes 
in this country. There are many members 
who feel that the law should be examined, 
but who also consider that it would be a 
bad day íer the voluntary hospitals of this 
country ‘if they were to tely on sweep- 
stakes for the major part of their revenue.

N unforeseen situation has arisen in 
connection with the Dublin build- 
ing strike, which may delay considerably 
the settlement of the dispute. As already 
reported in the Irish Times, a basis of 
settlement was reached between represen- 
tatives of the Master Builders’ Associa- 
ion and the trade unions concerned at a 
conference held under the chairmanship 
of Dr. M. Hayes, the Speaker of the Dail, 
in Leinster House, early this week. On 
Friday night the terms of the proposed 
agreement were submitted to meetings cf 
the men on strike, and it was then that 
the hopes of an early settlement received 
a set-back. At the meetings the whole 
situation was discussed, and a _ ballot 
taken as to whether or not the agreement 
should be ratified. 

Although nothing official has been re- 
vealed as to the nature of the proposed 
settlement, É learned yesterday that it 
provides that the men return to work on 
the scale of wages in operation up to the 
time of the strike, and that no reduction 
will take plate until July 31st, when a 
reduction of-a penny per hour will come 
into operation. It further provides that 
the usual expenses for jobs outside the 
city area are to be retained, but that a 
new boundary, which, it is heid, was 
agreeable to both parties, be set up. 


THE WOODWORKERS’ UNION. 

Generally, it was believed that the 
terms of the agreement were favourable to 
both sides. I understand, however, that 
at the meetings on Friday night the pro- 
posed settlement was accepted, though in 
some cases by small majorities, by all the 
unions except the Amalgamated Soc'»tv 
of Woodworkers and the Woodcutting 
Machinists’ Section. 

The meetings of the unions were, of 
course, held in camera, but I learned thaí 
at the meeting of the woodworkers feeling 
ran high for a time, and the discussion 
was so prolonged that time did not per- 
mit of a ballot being taken. The opposi- 
tion of the Woodworkers’ Union to the 
agreement can only be considered as 
serious, since its membership contains two 
thousand joiners. Until the ballot of the

TN spite of the very short time that 

remains to organise the Derby sweep- 
stake, the promoters state that there is 
no reason why the prize money should 
not exceed the Grand National figure, pro- 
vided that the public give their cospera- 
tion in forwarding their subscriptions as 
early as possible. The closing day of the 
sweepstake is May 23rd. _ 

The demand fcr Derby tickets at all the 
offices is already in full swing, and the 
officials concerned are hard put to it to 
deliver the tickets as rapidly as they are 
required. Correspondence and remittances 
are flowing in from all parts of the world. 


THE NEW DISTRIBUTION. 

Although the conditions of the Derby 
“é Gween” have been very plainly put 
before the public already, there still seems 
to be some misunderstanding as to the 
method of distribution of the prizes. The 
proposition is really a simple one. If the 
prize money is only £100,000 there will be 
a first prize of £30,000, a second prize of 
£15,000 and_a third prize of £10,000. 
Other horses who come within the scope 
of the provisions laid down in the scheme 
will share between them £25,000; ‘and, in 
addition to that, there will be 200 cash 
prizes of £100 each. If the prize money 
is £200,000 there will be two first prizes 
of £30,000, two second prizes of £15,000, 
and two. third prizes of £10,000, which 
means that two persons will have an 
interest in each of these horses. Similarly 
the prize money for other horses: will be 
increased by another £25,000, and two 
persons will be interested in each of such 
horses also. Then the cash prizes will be 
doubled in number, there being 400 cash 
prizes of £100 each. 

This method will continue for every 
£100,000 received. In no case can the first 
prize be higher than £30,000, i.¢., shouid 
the prize money be £1,000,000, instead of 
the first prize being £300,000, as in the 
case of the Grand National “ Sweep, 
there will be ten first prizes of £30,000 
each. At the date of the draw, should 
there be a sum of money exceeding the 
prize unit of £100,000 which is not in itself 
a complete £100,000, this. sum of money 
will be distributed in 100 cash prizes of 
equal amount after all the unit prizes have 
been drawn, ic¢., if, after distributinz 
£1,000.000 in ten complete prize units of 
£100,000 each, there should be a further 
£50,000 available for distribution, this 
would be divided into 100 prizes of £500 
each after all the other prizes had been 


drawn. ' 

THE NEXT DRAW. 

The increased number of prizes will in- 
evitably make the next draw last a longer 
time. Working at full pressure in the 
Grand National Draw it took exactly five 
hours to draw 446 prizes. By analogy, to 
draw 1,000 prizes a day in the Derby 
“ Sweep ”’ will be quite good going. 

On a million pound basis the cash prizes 
alone for the Derby would number 2,000, 
quite apart from the horses. The whole 
problem is being carefully considered by 
the officials concerned in order to arrive at 
the best possible solution.

IN MANAGUA. 


FURTHER EARTHQUAKE 
SHOCKS. 
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From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENYT. 
MANAGUA, Thursday. 
IVE thousand dead is the Jutest esti- 
mate of the possible number of 
victims in the earthquake disaster, 
followed by fire, which has wiped out the 
city. Lorry-load after lorry-load of dead 
were taken from the market-place, and 
the officer of the Civil Guards who was 
superintending the operations at this spot 
puts the deatH-roll in the market-place 
alone at over one thousand. : 
The hospital and penitentiary collapsed, 
and every inmate was killed, the dead 
numbering about seven hundred. 


ANOTHER ESTIMATE. 

A somewhat lower estimate of the total 
number of victims is given by Colonel 
F. L. Bradman, of the United States 
Medical Corps, who has taken charge of 
the relief work. He considers that the 
dead will total two thousand. Six hundred 
bodies have already been recovered, and 
more are being continually dragged from 
the wreckage. Most of the bodies are un- 


The task of the relief workers is. par- 
ticularly arduous, the lack of mechanical 
appliances adding to the difficulties of 
their labours. Moreover, the work is 
fraught with great danger from tottering 
walls. 

A TOTTERING PALACE. 

The presidential palace itself, which is 
built on a high hill, is leaning sideways 
in a precarious manner, and may crash 
into, the lagoon if further shocks of any 
importance occur. 

While Government officials say that the 
city will be rebuilt, the task appears hope- 
less. Some believe that the capital may 
be removed, at least temporarily, to 
Granada. An outbreak of disease is feared 
as the result of the lack of pure water. 

The roads around the city are crowded 
with crying women and children, half 
starved, who have only been able to 
quench their thirst in the waters of the 
lake. A pumping station and huge boil- 
ing plant are now being erected on the 
shores of Lake Managua. Although other 
intoxicants are not allowed under martial 
law, beer is being widely dispensed to 
replace water. 


FURTHER SHOCKS, 

Further shocks were felt about 4 a.m. 
this morning, bringing down tottering 
walls which were: still standing, and 
striking terror into the hearts of the 
thousands of outdoor sleepers camped cn 
the outskirts of the city. 

Food and medical supplies are arriving 
in abundance, and there is no lack of 
doctors and surgeons. Hundreds of 
blankets have been despatched from 
Corinto for the refugees, who have had to 
spend their nights shivering in the bitter 
wind which blows off the lake. 

Natives coming in from the hills to- 
day added to the terror of the earthquake 
by spreading a report that bandits, headed 
by Augustino Sandino, a notorious insur- 
gent, were massing to attack the &tricken 
city.

PROGRESS OF THE WORK.

HEN Charlemont House, Dublin, has 
W been reconstructed and converted 
into “The Municipal Gallery of 
Modern Art,” in accordance with the plans 
prepared under the direction of the City 
Architect, Me. E. e. Bir if will om 
tain a Hu ne y - 
s’. 1cted to hold the 39 Lane Bequest pictures, 


and it is hoped that the provision of a SE“ 
gallery for these pictures will remove the last 
excuse for the denial of the Lane pittures fe 
Dublin. . 

Charlemont Honse, one of the most interest- 
ing of the Georgian residences in Dublin, 
was’ ceded by the Free State Government to 
the Corporation of Dublin for the citizens, to 
be used for the purpose of a Gallery of 
Modern Art and a civic museum, and was 
transferred to the Corporation on 12th ‘Sep- 
tember, 1929. Under the terms of the Govern- 
ment concession, the Corporation consented 
to erect new buildings and convert and adapt 
the existing buildings, and to expend at least 
£20,000 on the execution of the work. The 
Corporation set aside in their estimates the 
sum of £30,000 for the purpose. Mr. 
O'Rourke went on a tour of inspection of 
modern art galleries, and drew up a plan for 
a new gallery behind Charlemont House, and 
a civic museum, something on the lines of the 
Carnavalet Museum in Paris. 

GENESIS OF THE SCHEME. 

It is interesting to recall the AIE that 
led to the present project. To do one 
must go back to the acquisition, In 1907, by 
the Dublin Corporation of the premises in 
Harcourt street, known as the Dublin 
Municipal Gallery of Modern Art. The pro- 
ject of the gallery was conceived by the late 
Sir Hugh Lane, who obtained gifts of pictures 
for it and gave many acquired by himself, as 
well as his own remarkable collection of 
works of the French Impressionists. This 
house was regarded as adequate only as a 
start, and Sir Hugh Lane brought forward a 
plan for a building more appropriate to the 
value of the collection, and capable of 
housing an increased collection. He was so 
disappointed when the plans were defeated 
that he withdrew the pictures comprised in 
the Lane Collection; but! being assured that 
the idea of providing a suitable modern art 
gallery in Dublin had not been chandoned, 
before Jeaving on a journey to the United 
States of America. he executed a codicil to 
his will, returning the pictures to Dublin, on 
conditions which he knew it was intended to 
fulfil. The codicil, however, was not properly 
witnessed. Sir Hugh Lane was drowned on 
his return voyage in the Lusitania, and the 
pictures have not yet been given to Dublin, 
but have been retained in London. 

Charlemont House for many years was used 
as the Registrar-General’s office, and subse- 
quently became vacant. Then, on the sugges- 
tion of the Friends of the National Art Collec- 
tions, a further step was taken towards the 
provision of a suitable gallery, and eventually 
Charlemont House was presented to the Cor- 
poration as stated. Tenders already, have 
been invited, but they have been delayed until 
the conclusion of the building dispute, for the 
conversion and reconstruction of Charlemont 
House, which, when finished, will be known 
as “The Municipal Gallery of Modern Art.”

A HOME OF ART, 

Built to the design of Sir William Chambers, 
'the davs of Dublin s greatest architectural 
| triumphs, Charlemont House held within its 
| walls, in Lord Charlemont’s time, and for 
| more than half a century afterwards. the 
| works of many famous masters, inclnding Rem- 
| brandt, Titian, Hogarth and Wilten. The 
house has a handsome front of Arklow stone, 
_and a striking feature of it is the semi-circular 
curtain walls, with niches and balustrade, en- 
| closing the space in front. The frontage, pos- 
historical interest and good afchitec- 
|tural proportions, although in a state of de- 
cay, is required to be retained as at present 
by the Board of Works, and the reconstruc- 
| tion and conversion will be entirely within 
| and behind the existing building. . 

Much attention has been given to the in- 
ternal features and characteristics of the 
existing building, and the alterations and 
additions which it is proposed to carry out 
will as nearly as possible conform to the 
existing traditional style of architecture. The 
gallery has been planned on broad axial lines, 
giving easy supervision and spacious salons 
for the hanging and display of pictures, The 
existing main building will be given over 
partly to administration ; the ground floor to 
| the entrance vestibules, hall, committee rooms 
Í and toilet rooms, and the first floor to 
museum rooms, print room and curator’s 
| office. The gallery proper will be approached 

from the hall through the foyer, which, in 

turn, will lead to the sculpture hall, being 
designed principally in the traditional Roman 
Doric order, and having two opposite sides 
carried on Roman Doric columns. The ends 
of the hall will be aspidal, and will lead to 
the loan collections. There will be four oil 
galleries, symmetrical about the central axis, 
| leading to the Hugh Lane Gallery at the ex- 
treme rear of the building, and running 
parallel to the central axis there will be two 
water-colour galleries, with appropriate top 
| lighting. 

| _ THE OIL GALLERIES. 

| The oil galleries have been designed in the 
i most. up-to-date manner, especially in regard 
to the provision of natural light, so that the 
greatest amount of daylight will be obtained 
and reflections eliminated. is type of 
lighting—‘* top-side ” light, or “ Hurst 
Seager System "—-is, it is stated, the only 
means yet devised of providing daylight for 
the exhibition of pictures without causing the 
common trouble of reflections, especi on 
glazed pictures. At the rear of the buildin 
a students’ copying room and photegragh 
room will be provided. 

It is estimated that the building scheme 
will take approximately a year and a half to 
complete. It will provide adequate accommo. 
dation on the most modern lines in a fire- 
resisting structure.

LORD SAVILE. 

Lord ‘Savile died yesterday at Rufford 
Abbey, Ollerton, Newark, Notts. The secona 
Baron, John Savile Lumiey-Savile, K.C.V.O . 
he was born in September, 1853, son of the 
Kiev. Frederick Savile-Lumley, Rector of 
Bilsthorpe, and nephew ot the first Baron 
Hie succeeded to the title in 1896. He serve] 
in the Army, the Diplomatic Service, and 
at the Foreign Office. ‘le was twice married, 
his first wife, who died in 1912, being a 
daughter of Captain Charles F. Webster. 
Wedderburn, and his second, whom he mar 
ried in 1916, being Mrs. Ciande Levita (né: 
Esme Grace Virginia), daughter of Mr. John 
Wolton. 

He leaves two sons and one daughter, the 
elder son, the Hoe. George Halifax Lumlev- 
Savile, who was born in 1919, succeeding to 
the Barony. He was a large landowner. 

Rofford Abbey, Lord Savile’s ancestral 
home, a stately Elizabethan mansion, figured 
prominently in social history during the 
reign of King Edward, who was entertained 
there frequently when he attended the 
autumn races meetings at Doncaster. - 

Lord Savile had. his colours: registered 
under Jockey Club and National Hunt Rules, 
but of recent years they were not ‘oftgn 
Seen in public.
